McLean of Washington, from the Car­ 
tiers of New York and Paris, Mr. Mc­ 
Lean caused to be inserted in the pur- 
.chasing contract a clause to the 
effect 
that if any ill luck should befall any 
of the McLean 
family within 
six 
months after the date of purchase 
the 
transaction was to be invalidated. 
Well, the ill luck fell with a des­ 
perate thud within two months after 
he became the owner of tlie gem, Mr. 
McLean now alleges, 
it is bis defense 
in a suit which has been opened by 
the Cartiers to recover the $18 0,000 
with which he agreed tentatively to 
part in exchange for the stone. 
Mr. McLean declares 
¡11 his defense 
that the gem hardly had a chance to

W ithout Providing Anything For the 


Pay of Burns Detectives. 


Columbus, O., June 2.—When Rep­ 
resentative Geo. R. Nye of Pike county 
U’as acquitted by a jury of soliciting a 
$500 bribe from the state supervisor 
of public printing, the state lost the 
first of the legislative bribery cases. 
Dr. Nye faces three other indictments. 
The case which the state lost was con­ 
sidered its strongest. The other cases 
depend upon the evidence of Burns 
detectives and their characters have 
been raked over and their previous 
work delved into by detectives em­ 
ployed by the indicted solons. 
Prosecutor Turner announced that 
he would go ahead with the other leg­ 
islative bribery cases. 
The trial of 
Representative ^hrans of Stark coun­ 
ty, charged with soliciting a bribe, will 
begin Monday and the others will fol­ 
low its conelusioif. 
When^ j) r 
Nye was acquitted the 
courtroom was moved to tears over 
the demonstration made by his moth­ 
er and othgr relatives and friends. He 
^7as wTfTnly embraced and kissed by 
his mother, and friends wTere cordial 
in their congratulations. 
The acquittal came within an hour 
after the legislature adjourned. 
It 
was scheduled to adjonrn tw enty-four , 
hours before, but there wras considera- ■ 
ble delay, particularly over an appro- j 
priation of $7,500 in the sundry bill as 
a contribution from the state to Frank­ 
lin county for grhft trials and probing 
expenses. 
Reactionary senators did 
not know' of the presence of this item 
until the legislature 
recessed at 10 
o’clock W ednesday night. 
Im mediate­ 
ly they tried to have the session re­ 
sumed, but failed. 
Yesterday they had the house re­ 
turn the bill and then threatened to 
kill it. although it carried many im­ 
p o rta n t items, including an amount 
for a constitutional convention.

cent on ra w wool, as compared with 
an equivalent of 44.31 per cent im­ 
posed under , the Pavne-Aldrich tariff 
law*. 
The effect of the action by Repre­ 
sentative Underwood and his follow’- 
ers in defeating Mr. Bryan’s efforts 
to impose his will on the house organ­ 
ization will extend beyond 'h e pro­ 
posed revision of the wool schedule. 
It amounts to the serving of notice 
upon Mr, Bryan that the Democratic 
organization of the house will not tol­ 
erate his assumed leadership and that 
the responsible house leaders are .c:; 
pable of holding the reins against him. 
R epresentative Harrison of New York, 
one of the five Democratic member- 
of the ways and means committee, 
was the champion of the Bryan cause 
on the floor. When the free raw wool 
people finally realized th at they were 
hopelessly 
defeated, 
shortly 
before 
midnight, they consented to make the 
action of the caucus unanimous after 
revenue tariff Democrats had agreed 
to introduce a resolution declaring 
that a tariff on raw' wool was neces­ 
sary because of the condition of the 
treasury resulting from 
Republican 
extravagance. 
Representative Rucker 
of Missouri, Francis, Ashbrook and 
Sharp of Ohio, and Gray of Indiana 
declined to be bound by the action of 
the caucus and did not vote. 
They 
explained that they had pledged them ­ 
selves to their constituents. 
Champ 
Clark delivered a speech congratulat­ 
ing the Democrats on the practically 
unanimous action that they had taken. 
The Underwood bill makes a reduc­ 
tion of from one-half to two-thirds in 
all wool duties. 
According to Chair­ 
man Underwood the proposed wool 
tariff represents an estimated reduc­ 
tion, based on last year’s imports, of 
a little more than $1,400,000 in the rev­ 
enues. 
Mr. Underwood estim ated a 
loss of about $7.700,000 in revenues 
from raw’ wool, but a gain of about 
$6,380,000 in revenues from the manu­ 
factured woolens.
